Seven species of the genus Zubovskya Dovnar-Zapolsky, 1933 are distributed in 
Roumania, Russia (Siberia and Far East), North Mongolia, North-Eastern China, Korea and 
North Japan [1-4]. One of them, Z. mongolica, was known from the type locality only 
(Mongolia: western coast of Hubsugul Lake), but now is found in Russia.
